Continuation of 3. Note: The addition of new limitations for a dairy source enriched in a(2- 
3)sialyllactose selected from the group consisting of milk, colostrum and a cheese processing 
mixture raises new considerations for search and examination. For example, if the amendment had 
been entered, the newly added limitations change the scope of the claims. The claims were originally 
drawn to purified a(2-3)sialyllactose. The claims filed on 8/21/07 now require that the a(2- 
3)sialyllactose is an enriched component in a dairy source. The newly added limitations would have to 
be searched against the prior art. Furthermore, the inherency of the newly claimed properties as 
being disclosed by the currently cited references would have to be evaluated as well. Furthermore, 
the proposed amendment does not simplify matter because said amendment makes the claims 
confusing. The preamble of the claim 45, for example, is drawn to a dairy source enriched in a(2- 
3)sialyllactose selected from the group consisting of milk, colostrum and a cheese processing 
mixture while step a includes a step of contacting an enzyme with "the diary source." This is 
confusing because it is unclear if these dairy sources are the same or different. If they are the 
same, does that mean that the dairy source of step a) must be already enriched in a(2- 
3)sialyllactose? 

Hence, the non-entered amendment raises new issues for a search of new prior art, consideration 
regarding the currently cited prior art as well as uncertainty in the claim language. 

Continuation of 11, does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's 
argument entirely assumes entry of the non-entered amendment.
